Epitome  of  Former  Picnics. 

When  was  the  first  Old  Settler's 
Picnic  held  in  Pritchard's  Grove? 
This  is  a  question  that  so  far  the 
editor  has  asked  in  vain.  The 
files  of  the  Sandwich  Argus  and 
"Waterman  Leader,  from  which 
many  of  the  facts  herein  con- 
tained were  gathered,  run  back 
only  to  1878.  The  picnic  held  in 
1879  is  there  called  the  third  an- 
nual picnic.  One  informant  tells 
us  that  in  early  years  the  old  set- 
tlers picnicked  at  Ross  Grove, 
and  another  tells  us  that  before 
entering-  Pritchard's  Grove  pic- 
nics were  held  at  the  homes  of 
R.  M.  Pritchard  and  others.  In- 
formation on  these  early  picnics 
will  be  gladly  welcomed.
